One of the unwritten laws of the 
United States sennte Is thst s new 
member must sit on a hack sest. look 
duly Impressed and say nothing. There 
are but few of the senatorial “kid s” 
who have the courage to run amuck 
of this law. 
La Foilette is one of the 
few. Placed on one of the Indian com­ 
mittees, a body In 
which ord inarily 
there is nothing doing, he discovered a 
proposed steal of several millions—some 
say over a billion—that the railroads 
were attempting to perpetrate In the 
rental of coal lauds. This was going 
through without opposition when 
La 
Foilette began asking q uestions. 
The 
promoters of the job became fright­ 
ened and changed the bill. 
Still La 
Foilette asked questions and showed a 
disposition to fight. 
Score point No. I 
for the new senator from Wisconsin. 
At a later d ate La Foilette d ecid ed 
to make some remarks on the rate bill. 
Those rem arks ex tend ed ov er three 
d ay s. 
They constituted , so it is said , 
the most ex haustiv e and best informed 
speech on the railroad issue ev er heard 
in the American congress. 
Yet few 
•enators heard them. 
The highest, or 
lowest, legislativ e bod y in the laud was 
engaged in the d ignified occupation of 
“hazing” a new member. 
W hether it 
was because of the fact that he w ant­ 
ed to be a senator iustead of a wall 
flower and wanted to be it right away , 
or whether it \jas because he held no­ 
tions unfriend ly to the corporations,* 
the Republicans absented themselv es 
almost to a man. 
Referring to this 
fact, La Foilette said that those who 
were temporarily absent the people 
would cause to be absent permanently . 
At this the galleries applaud ed so vig 
orouslv that the customary threat to 
clear them was mad e. 
Applause is 
strictly forbuy ien in the senate.

seems an unnecessary restriction, as 
there is so little d one there that any 
bod y wants to ap,, aid that It hard ly 
seem« the hotly would be und uly d is­ 
turbed ev en if the people were allowed 
to cheer to their till. But trad ition and 
d ignity must lie preserv ed , ev en though 
there is little else left to preserv e. This

can afford small annoy ances for the

As a speaker the Wisconsin senator Is 
really an orator.

LIVING ON STILTS. 


A S tr a n g « s ig h t In tb« P r« n ch T e r - 
p p n t i n r 
G r o w i n g 
C o u n t r y . 
People liv e on six teen foot stilts in 
the 
rem arkable 
turj>entlne 
growing 
country of France. 
They d on these 
stilts after breakfast and d o not re­ 
mov e them again till it is time for bed 
Tli*'re are two reasons for the wear­ 
ing of stilts in the turpentine 
country. 
One is the turjieotiue gathering. 
The 
other is the herd ing of the 
great flocks 
The tur|>eii*iue comes from the 
mari­ 
time pine. 
This tree is tapped , a shin­ 
gle is inserted , and from the shingle 
is 
hung a tiny bucket into which the 
tur 
pentine d rips. 
The tapping 
process 1« 
like that u^ed ou the American 
sugar 
maple. 
A ouug plue trees are tapped low, but 
with each y ear's passage the Incision is 
mad e higher, so that it is not long be­ 
fore most ol the trees are tapped tw en­ 
ty or thirty feet from the ground . 
Hence the huge stilts of the work­ 
men. 
On these stilts they trav erse the 
flat country , cov ering five or six y ard s 
with each strid e, and q uickly aud easi­ 
ly they collect the turi>eutlne that ov er­ 
flows the little buckets hauglug higb 
up iu the trees. 
It is for herd ing also that the stilts 
are useful. 
The country is v ery flat, 
aud the herd sman unless he continual­ 
ly climbed a tree tvould be unable to 
keep all the members of his huge flock 
iu sight. 
But strid ing about on 
his 
stilts he command s a wid e prospect. 
He is alway s, as it were, upon a hill 
The stilt wearers carry a fifteen foot 
staff with a round , flat top like a d in­ 
ner plate. 
W hen it Is lunohtime or 
when they are tired they plant upright 
und er them the staff and sit d own on 
Its round , flat top. 
Then in comfort, 
seated so d izzily high, they eat aud 
rest and chatter—a strange sight to 
be­ 
hold .—New York Press.
